Kinston Council Votes 


Police Chief Raise 


The Kinston City Council 
met in regular session on 
Tuesday night, May 3, and 
voted unanimously to raise 
the salary of Police Chief 
Randall Brooks to $150 a 
week. The pay raise will 
bring Chief Brooks’ salary up 
to the minimum standard re- 
quired by law. 

The meeting was called to 
order at 7:00 p.m. by Mayor 
Steve Hunko, with only three 
council members in attend- 
ance. Present were Mrs 
Sara Bowden, Mr. Houston 
Martin and Mr. Dewey Adams. 
Councilmen absent were Mr. 
Mickey Weeks and Mr 
Harold Rhodes / 

Following the reading of the 
minutes of the previous meet- 
ing, Mayor Hunko expressed 
his thanks to Councilman 
Martin for the time he spent 
with the county work crews. 
Mr. Martin worked with the 
county crew for 6 days. 


The council discussed prob- 
lems caused by the county's 
recent work in the city, but 
all members voiced thanks to 
the county for its help. Mayor 
Hunko said, ‘I’ve heard ten 
compliments for every 
complaint." 

A local resident present at 
the meeting voiced a complaint 
about water draining in her 
yard and requested a sewer 
pipe. Mayor Hunko told the 
person the city didn't have the 
money to install sewer pipes, 
but he promised to relay her

@ = problem to the County Com- 


misssion. 

Mayor Hunko informed the 
council that Councilman Mickey 
Weeks requested that the time 
of the council meetings be 
changed so he could attend. 
(Weeks works the second shift 
at a nearby industry.) After 
discussing the problem, the 
council decided to offer Weeks 
Saturday night as analternative 
meeting date. Hunko reported 
he would talk with Weeks.

(paid by the state), and the 
council agreed to hire all they 
could. 


The council reminded the 
citizens of Kinston that a pe- 
tition requesting toll-free tele- 
phone service to Opp would 
be circulating until May 10, 
Petitions are available at 
Perry's Store, Dunn's Store 
(in Lowery), and at City Hall 
in Kinston. 

Mayor Hunko said the hook- 
up wouldn't cost Opp residents 
anything, and would cost Kins- 
ton residents only an average 
of %0¢ per month. The coun- 
cil urged all residents to sign 
the petition so the General 
Telephone Company officials 
will know the people support 
the plan. 

Mrs. Bowden reported the 
money to pay the radio dis- 
patcher would run out today 
(Thursday), and something 
needed to be done so residents 
who need aid can contact the 
Rescue Squad. It was decided 
that if help is needed at night, 
residents should call: Mr. 
Adams - 575-3188 or Mrs. 
Bowden - 565-3969, During 
the day residents should call 
the Police Station. 


The council moved to re- 
quire Twin City Speedway to pur- 
chase a city license, since it is 
in police jurisdiction. The 
track will have to purchase a 
1/2 year license. 


In the final action, the coun- 
cil again expressed their appre- 
ciation to the county workers 
for the hard work they did in 
Kinston.

The Coffee County School 
System has received two Title 
IV-C grants for the School Year 
inl? - 78. The Coffee County 
School System was one of only 
three systems in the State re- 
ceiving two grants. 

One grant in the amount of 
$104.000 was for operation of 
the Project Indepence School 
at New Brockton. This project 
will provide services for the 
severely and profoundly handi- 
school systems within Coffee 
County and will include develo- 
pment of curriculum for these 
students. 

The second grant was for 
continuation and expansion of 
the Health Education Program 
presently conducted in the 
Coffee County School System. 
This project will provide for 
a Health Nurse and two Health 
Aides. This project was in the 
amount of $31,000. The project 
will provide health services 
for the children of the Coffee 
County School System and will 
include development of a health 
education which can serve aS 
a model for other school sys- 
tems in Alabama.

Planning Full 
Kindergarten 


The Coffee County School 
System is considering the 
initiation of Title | kindergar- 
tens in all the Coffee County 
Schools for the school year 
1°77-78. In order to facilitate 
planning, it will be necessary 
for each parent of a child who 
will be 5 years of age on or 
before Oct. 2, 1°77 to make 
application in the principal's 
office of Kinston, New Brock 
ton, Zion Chapel, Goodman and 
New Hope by Friday, May 13 
If a parent does not make ap- 


plication before the deadline 
the child cannot be enrolled 
in kindergarten next school 
year. 


In order to make application 
parents or guardians should 
bring the child’s birth certifi- 
cate to the principal's office 
and fill out an application form 
for each child. An application 
should be made for all child- 
ren of kindergarten age. Place 
ment tests will be administered 
at a later date to determine 
eligibility. However, all parents 
who wish their child to attend 
kindergarten should make ap- 
plication. After the May 13 
deadline, the Coffee County 
Board will then make a deci- 
sion concerning the establish- 
ment of a kindergarten pro- 
gram. All parents who regist- 
ered their children will then 
be notified of the decision and 
given instructions as to dates 
for placement tests in the re- 
spective schools.

Elba Council Approves 


Sewer Line Extension 


The regular meeting of the 
Elba City Council Tuesday night 
was shorter and much quieter 
than the previous meeting. All 


members were present and 
voting 
The most expensive vote 


cast by the council (other than 
approving over $11,000 com- 
bined bills) was the vote to 
furnish the labor to install sew- 
age on Flournoy Street, a 
subdivision opened several 
years ago by Miss Elizabeth 
Rowe She will furnish all 
engineering and the materials, 
and the city will furnish the 
labor This matter has been 
discussed for several months 
and the question of the legal- 
ity batted back and forth 

It was determined that a 
previous council had verbally 
agreed to the work but it had 
been postponed, Current laws 
prohibit the opening of new 
subdivisions in the city with- 
out complete water, sewage 
and drainage being completed. 
However, at the time the area 
in question was opened the 
law was either not on the books 
or not enforced. Also the City 
has stopped furnishing the labor 
for these installations in sub- 
divisions, but after much dis- 
cussion the matter was 
approved. 


Immediately after approving 


“the Rowe subdivision, the coun- 


cil yoted on a motion by Mike 
RuSsell to also extend sewage 
to residents of North Morrow 
Street. These people have been 
to the council repeatedly for 
years asking for sewage, but 
the high cost has resulted in 
their being put off time and 
time again. 


The council discussed con- 
trolled parking in the downtown 
area and one opinion was that 
presently the old law about 
two-hour parking was still in 
effect. This led to a short- 
lived agreement that that law be 
enforced starting Monday. How- 
ever, after some more talking, 
Jimmy Wise made a motion 
that parking meters be re- 
installed. He noted that the 
meters purchased by the last 
administration were still owed 
for and payments were past due 
because they took the meters 
out before a single payment 


was made, 

Mike Russell seconded the 
motion, After some discus- 
sion and a question by Cleo 
Hawkins on where the meters 
would actually be installed, 
Wise withdrew his motion and 
said he would get with Chief 
Johnston and submit a detailed 
recommendation at the next 
meeting. Wise said he was 
getting a multitude of com- 
plaints from people who 
couldn't find a place to park. 

Councilman John Sharpless 


wanted to postpone any action 


on the parking until the off- 
street parking lot is com- 
pleted near OK Rubber Weld- 
ers. 

Also a request for taxi 
reserve parking Signs was 
postponed until the controlled 
parking was settled. 


Baseball equipment for 
Babe Ruth and Dixie Youth 
totaling over $1201.45 was pur- 
chased on low bid from McKeen 
Wilson of Dothan. 

Bids on a wellpoint pump 
were rejected and the council 
instructed the city clerk and 
mayor to get prices on a

Mrs. W. H. Taylor present- 
ed a property offer to the city 
on behalf of Miss Eunora 
Farris. ‘Mrs. Farris is offer- 
ing her home on Claxton Ave- 
nue to the city for use as a 
library if certain things are 
done, including hiring anexpert 
to convert the home properly. 
The council is to look at this 
Saturday and also is to get 
expert opinions before giving 
an answer. 


Mrs. Frances Trammell 
discussed the Community De- 
velopment program and future 
plans. Mrs. Myra Stokes re- 
quested the city to improve 
recreation facilities behind the 
high school, and Mr. George 
Sykes yoiced a complaint 
about the hospital. A letter 
from Sykes was also read 
praising the members of the 
Elba Rescue Squad.

IMPORTANT TRAFFIC 
CONTROL SIGNS

People on bicycles must follow 
the instructions given on -all 
road signs, the same as people 
operating automobiles. Why? 
Because all other traffic, and 
people operating other types of 
vehicles expect you to know this. 
Therefore, all other people on 
the road are driving in such a 
manner that would be dangerous 
to you if you are not following 
directions signs given you. For 
example, let's say youare riding 
down a street on your bike and 
you come to a cross street 
marked ONE WAY, with an 
arrow pointing to your right. 
Now, if you were to turn LEFT 
on this particular street you 
would be going against oncom- 
ing traffic. Since the street 
is marked very plainly ONE 
WAY in the opposite direction 
the drivers coming toward you 
would not be expecting any traf- 
fic coming toward them. If a 
driver didn’t just happen to see 
you, coming toward him on a 
one way street, you could have 
a very serious accident and 
possibly be hurt very badly. 

The same holds true for all 
other traffic signs. Let’s talk 
about the other ones shown 
above and what they mean: 


SIGN NO. 2: This is the sign 
you will see when you are 
approaching a raflroad cross- 
ing. Look both directions before 
going across the tracks. 

SIGN NO. 3: Of course, this is 
a stop sign . . and that is 
just waht it means, S T O P! 
Always come toa COMPLETE 
Stop, near the right hand curb 
of the street, even if you can 
see for blocks in both direct- 
ions, and there are no cars 
coming! 

SIGN NO. 4: Detour means that 
the road or street you are 
wtiding on is not safe to travel 
ahead.

On the other hand, we 
can conservatively estimate an import growth of 8 percent per 
year. Based on an 8 percent growth rate, by 1985 imports 


will have captured more than 40 percent of the entire apparel: 


market. This will cause many domestic apparel manu- 
facturers to go out of business and cause massive unemployment 
in the apparel industry. 


Of further great concern to us is the potential for the 
United States to become completely dependent on foreign 
countries for essential apparel products. We have only to look 
today at our almost complete dependence on foreign oil, and 
the prices we pay for that commodity, to see what a future 
based on foreign dependency could hold for us. 


There is also a fundamental question as to who actually 
gains from the lower cost of apparel under which most im- 
ported apparel products are manufactured. The wage rates in 
less developed nations -- from where most apparel imports 


arrive -- usually run between 25¢ and 50¢ per hour. Should 


American workers now be forced to subsidize foreign workers 
with their jobs? Absolutely not. Let us remember, too, that 
American workers arealso consumers. AS unemployed workers, 
they will no longer make a contribution to our economy, but 
will require public assistance and go off the tax rolls. In the 
long run -- we will all -- employees, corporations, share- 
holders, and consumers -- be forced to pay for this. 


We are not suggesting that imports of textile products be 
stopped. Only that they be required to meet tests of farrness 
and need. 


We at Kleinert’sare sure that our Senators; John Sparkman 


and Jim Allen and our Congressman Bill Dickinson would 
appreciate hearing from you about the imported apparel

TONSILS &ADENOIDS 


From the American 
Medical Association 


The tonsils are spongy, 
glandular tissues located at the 
back ot the throat and behind 
the nose. 

Actually, there are three 
sets of tonsils; (1) the throat 
tonsils, (2) the linguals, and 
(3) the adenoids, The first 
two sets are referred to as 
‘the tonsils’ and the third set 
as ‘the adenoids’. 

The tonsils and adenoids 
provide a defense against infec- 
tions that invade the body 
through the nose and mouth. 
They are part of the lymphatic 
system, the cells of which attack 
and engulf bacteria. : 

Tonsillitis is an infection 
of the tonsils that results in 
Swelling and inflammation. nain 
and soreness, difficulty in 
breathing and swallowing, en- 
largement of the lymph glands, 
fever, rapid pulse and general 
illness: 

A few decades ago, tonsil- 
litis was difficult to control, 
but with today’s antibiotics 
many infections respond to 


treatment within a few days.: 


Repeated infections may re- 
sult in permanent damage to 
the tonsils. Then, they cease 
to be protective and become 
instead a source of chronic 
infection. Then atonsillectomy 
in necessary. 

Persistent enlarged and in- 
fected adenoids can lead to 
chronic middle ear infection or 
accumulation of fluid in the 
middle ear impairing hearing. 
Sometimes these conditions 
may be corrected only by re- 
moval of the adenoids.

Commission Opposed 


To School Closing 


The Coffee County Com- 
mission met in regular ses- 
sion on Monday, May %, at 
the courthouse-annex in En- 
terprise, and voted unanimously 
to pass a resolution asking the 
Coffee County Board of Educa- 
tion to reconsider their deci- 
sion to close the school at Mt 
Pleasant. 

The meeting began at 10:00 
a.m., and waiting to address 
the commission was a dele- 
gation from Mt. Pleasant. Mr. 
John Dean, the spokesman 
for the delegation, told the com- 
missioners the residents of the 
Mt. Pleasant Community were 
concerned with their children’s 
education, and requested the 
commission pass a resolution 
asking the County School Board 
to keep the school open. 

Dean stated, ‘‘If our school 
is closed, our kids will have 
to ride a school bus for 2-3 
hours a day to go sit in an 
overcrowded classroom. The 
other schools have already 


Stated they don’t have room for 


extra students.’’ 

Continuing, Mr. Dean said, 
“The County School Board is 
under a legal obligation to ed- 
ucate our children. It says 
the county must provide stu- 
dents outside the Elba and En- 
terprise school systems with 
transportation to school, and 
proyide them with an adequate 
education. 1 think the County 
School Board is passing the 
buck to Enterprise.”’ 

Commissioner Don Smith 
made a motion to adopt the 
resolution, and it passed unan- 
imously. 

Sheriff Neil Grantham was 
next to meet with the com- 
mission, and Sheriff Grantham 
again asked for help at the 
County Jail. 

“We have four jailers 
working 48 hours a week,”’ said 
Grantham, ‘‘we need a part- 
time man to keep the jail in 
case one of the regular jailers 
becomes ill, or goes on va- 
cation. The way it is now we 
have to pull a deputy off pa- 
trol when something comes up, 
and all the deputies are needed 
on the road.”’ 

Sheriff Grantham also re- 
ported the State Fire Marshall 
had recently inspected the 
County Jail, and that he had 
cited the jail for five viola- 
tions. The violations are (1) 
the exit stairwell to the ground 
floor is not enclosed, (2) there 
is no self-closing device 
on the interior kitchen door, 
(3) all extension cords must 
be removed, (4) all mattresses 
must be replaced with fire re- 
sistant mattresses, and (5) the 
jail must have smoke detectors. 

“‘We have 30 days to com- 
ply with the regulations,’’ said 
Grantham. 

Commissioners Rex Bout- 
well and Max Reeves agreed 
to meet with the sheriff and 
work out the problems con- 
cerning repairs on the jail. 
However, the commission took 
no action on the sheriff’s re- 
quest for additional help at the

Probate Judge James L 
Sawyer read a letter from Gov- 
enor , George Wallace au- 
thorizing the County Board of 
Registrars an additional lO days 
for voter re-identification.

Sara Hutchinson, Farm Fx- 
tension Agents, showed the 
commission a sketch of a pro- 
posed marker to be placed in 
front of the Farm Center in New 
front of the Farm Center in 
New Brockton. The marker 
which would identify the com- 
plex as the ‘Coffee County 


Agricultural Center’’ would be 
made of marble and brick and 
would cost approximately 
$3300. 


Commissioner Don Smith 
Said ‘‘My primary concern is 
for a directory of offices so 
people will know which build- 
ing they need to enter.’’ Mrs 
Hutchinson agreed to work up 
plans for a directory. 

Commissioner Rex Bout- 
well questioned the legality of 
not advertising for bids on such 
an expensive project, and after 
a discussion, the commission 
agreed that specifications for 
the construction of the marker 
should be drawn, and bids should 
be taken. It was also decided 
that the Farm Center Com- 
mittee should be asked for their 
thoughts on erecting a marker. 

County engineer, Leslie 
Mullins told the commission 
that the county’s share due for 
the paving of Pond Creek Road 
and Irving Powell Road is 
$64,080. The commission au-. 
thorized Judge Sawyer to pay the. 
amount due. 

Mullins added the Highway 
Department would receive de- 
livery of three dump trucks 
this week, and would get the van 
next week. The vehicles will 
cost a total of $30,000, and 
Mullins told the board money is 
needed to pay the bills. En- 
gineer Mullins informed the 
commission his department 
would need $55,000 by the end 
of the week to meet all it’s 
debts. Mullins requested the 
county borrow $70,000 (which 
would carry the department 
through the end of May). The 
commission yoted to borrow 
$70,000 for the Highway Depart- 
ment and also voted to borrow 
$25,000 to pay debts not covered 
by the General Fund. : 

Kinston Mayor Steve 
Hunko met withthe commision, 
and told the board, ‘‘We 
have serious problems in the 
City of Kinston!’’ 

Hunko reported the City’s 
two C.E.T.A. slots had ter- 
minated and that no additional 
C.E.T.A. funds would be avail- 
able until July. (The C.E.T.A. 
program is a federally funded 
program which employs people 
who meet certain poverty- 
related conditions). Mayor 
Hunko stated, ‘‘We have no 
radio dispatchers. We are 
being forced to seek volun- 
teers, but it is hard to get 
enough people to man the ra- 
dio 24 hours a day. Someone 
must be there (at the station) 
in case of fire, or in case 
a rescue run is needed.’’ 

The commission told Mayor 
Hunko that if the volunteer sys- 
tem would work until June, the 
city could hire students under 
the Summer Youth Program to 
man the radio. Mayor Hunko 
agreed to check into the pos- 
sibility of employing the youth. 

Before leaving, Hunko 
thanked the commission andthe 
engineer for the recent road- 
work done in Kinston by the 
county. 

In other action, the Com- 
mission 
**appointed Commissioner 
Gilmer Grant to serve on the 
South Central Alabama Mental 
Health Board; 

**decided to let the Pensions 
and Security Department use 
the offices adjacent to their 
present offices im Elba; 
**discussed the problem of 
people dumping dead animals 
on the side of roads. The 
board decided to meet with 
Health Officer Kennth Ball and 
Sheriff Grantham to discuss 
what legal action can be taken; 
**and, heard Engineer Leslie 
Mullins say it would be early 
fall before a priority system 
for paving roads can be put 
into effect. :

The Elba Water and Elec 
tric Board met Tuesday nigh 
and business was routine. Al 
members were present anc 
voting with Chairman Charles 
Hayes III presiding. 

Bids were opened on a truck 
load of water pipe, fire hy- 
drants and related equipment. 
Low bidder was Empire Pipe 
of Birmingham with a bid of 
$10,235. Other bids ranged 
up to $17,000. The supplies 
will be used to extend water 
mains and to add fire protec- 
tion capabilities to areas in 
Elba now long distances from 
fire plugs. 

The money for this expan- 
sion comes from the 1976 bond 
issue the Board floated to 
handle the electric expansion 
work completed this year. 

Hayes reported to the Board 
members that a net profit of 
a little over $3000 was realized 
by the Board last month. Of 
this, however, is some water 
and electricity used by City 
Hall, street lights, etc. At 
the end of the year, this will 
be written in the books as a 
grant to the city.
